AFFAIRS WITH SPAIN. 
The following Message was transmitted to 
Congress on the Sth May, accompanied by a bo- 
dy of Décuments.

To the Senate and House of Representatives of | 


the United States. 

I communicate to Congress a correspondence 
which has taken place between the Secretary of 
State and the Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary of His Catholic Majesty, since 
the message of the 27th March last respecting the 
treaty which was concluded between the United 
States and Spain, on the 22d February, 1819. 

After the f.ilure of His Catholic Majesty for so 
long a time to ratify the treaty, it was expected 
that this Minister would have brought with him 
the ratification,or that he would have been author- 
ised to give an order for the delivery of the terri- 
ritory ceded by it, to the United States, It ap- 

ears, however that the treaty is still unratified, 


and that eo Ey has no authority to surren- 


der the terriféry. The object of his mission has 
been, to make complaints, and to demand expla- 
nations, respecting an imputed system of hostility, 
on the part of citzens of the United States, against 
the subjects & dominions of Spain, & an unfriend- 
ly poticy in their Government, and to obtain new 
stipulations, against these alleged injuries as the 
condition on which the treaty should be ratified. 

Unexpected as such complaints and such a de- 
mand were, under existing circumstances, it was 
thought proper, without compromitting the gov- 
ernment as to the course to be pursued to meet 
them promptly, and to give the explanations that 
were desired, on every subject, with the utmost 
candor. The result has proved, what was suffi- 
ciently well known before, that the charge ofa 
systematic hostility, being adopted and pursued
